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RECONSTRUCTION.

SENATOR WILSON'S SOUTHERN TOUR

His Opening Speech at Orange Court
House, Yirginia—The Audience
Composed Entirely of
Negroes, Ete.

|R1CAMOND, Va,, April 21, —Senator Wilson, of

ABEnobunetis, started yesterday on his politl-
eul misslonary tour through the South, Leav-
ing Wasbington at 8 o’clock in the morning by
the Orapge and Alexandria Rallroad line, and
passing 1 muﬁu Lo battle reglon of Virgini

Lt Burke's Station, with its half-demolish

lock houke; Unlon Mills, with their blackened
ruins, standing by the stream across wnioh the
Unlon army marehed to Bull Run, Manassas
Junection, Warrenton, et ; Happahannock, with
118 terrivle reminisconoces; Calpeper, where inn
uedl national cemetery L bodles of the Unlon
soldiers who fell in the vicinlty are colleoted:
crossing the Hapidan, so long tne dividing line
of the two armles, he arrived ahorily before
uoon At Urange Court House, where his firat
Bpeech was Lo be mude,

There are but few while people In thisancient,
stunted wown, and thos¢ few have no love for

Iitelans of the Republican party, Therefore

here was no gnthering of citizens st the rail-
way sintion to bid the Benntor weleome, There
Weére n feore or Awo ol eolored men thare, and
one offthem tried to get up & oteer for the mild-
. looking, porily gentieman who, carpet-bag in
" hana, got out of Lhe cars, on the chance of his
bein nator Wilson, but he did not sacceod.
The Benator, however, was tulien in clinrge by
Mr., Barnes, a New York gentleman, who has
recently purchased a fine plantation near the
Vllln%e, and by a New York srmg ofMicor,
(:a?u n MeNulty, who controls the freedmen
in this reglon.

Abont So'elock Mr, Wilson came to the Court
House, In front of which were assembled some
four or flve bundred colored people — men
women, and children, Thelr biack faces benm
With sallsfaction at sight of one whom Lhey
esteemed as a friend of thelr race, but they
were notnolslly demonpstrative, The Introducs
tion was to have been made by Dr, Terrel, a
much respected cltizen of Unlon sentlmenis;

but the duty was taken oot of bhis hands by
Mojor Lee, who {8 snid 1o have boasted, ns the
WLr Wis n\mul to open, that he could drive the
Yankees ont of Wushington with cornstallks
but who, nevertheless, Kept out of Lthe Rebe
army, and who now represents the District in
the State Senate,

The intioduction speach of Major Lee was
rather wordy, but it cime to an énd. Hein-
formed his hearers, rather unnecessarily, that
they were no longer slaves, but free citlzens of
the United Statwes, and he asked them to glve
Senator Wilson as respectiul & hearing us he
would get in Faneull Hall.

No cheers greated Mr, Wllson as he prapared
to speak. The colored people seemed Lo have
too much reverence for him to manifest thelr
feellugs In that way. They gathered upon and
around the stairs leading to the porch from
which he spoke, and looked up to him as tos
superior beilng, A muscular female, with &
military Jacket on her back, and a white hand-
Eerchief worn turbanwiseon her head, squatted
herself at his feet. Some fow white men were
on the portieo, and a few others stood on the
street 1o listen to the speech, seeming to ragnrd
it, however, ns 4 matter in which they had no
coneern., Over the scene the sun shone bright
and warm,

Henstor Wilson's specch wios nddressed almost ex-
clusively to the colored people, Having briefly
sketobed the auti-slavery ngltation from 1632 1o 1881,
and the eveots wnich led Immsdiately to the war, he
declared Lhat he was among those who belleved that
the war was luevilable;: that iuthe stroggle beiween
freedom and slavery neltber wonld quietly give way
to the other, nnd that the war was one of God
Almighty's great copntests, They knew the result,
Four miitions of bondmen had been ralsed to elitizen-
shilp: every man and woman beloreihim wis us free
and bad the same righis as bhimself, and those
rights they would have so long as the natlon lived.

Addressing himsell o the white Virgininns, he de-
elared that notwithptanding the grest spcrifices mude

in order to suppors the Government and prese ve the
uation, the prople of the loyal States bad no tesiing of
batred or revenge towards any portion of thelr coun-
trymen, They rejoiced wt the close of the contest.
They wanted the whole controversy seitled on the
eternal basly of justice. They btelieved thal itshould
be so netiled that all persons, black and white, should
bave equal rights before the law, They wanted to
elovate the jowly, but not to pull down noy-
body or to forge ebains or felters for sny. He
declared bis  beller that if within & few
months after the close of the war the terms
pow proposed had been submittea o the SBouch
Lhey would bave been jorfully accepled, and the Gov-
erpment would have bien regarded a8 liberal Lo o
isult. Mr. Lincoln bod, llUflll! the war, lnid down
eight conditions. To these dir. Jobpkon had, after the
war, ndded six cond tions, He (Mr, Wikon) would
rather have taken off six then added them on. He
nnd thought the twenty thousand dollar exception
objectionnble, and bad so told Mr. Johnson At the
time, What was wanted theu and whist wiss wanted
now was for all clusses to go resolutely to work Lo
repnlr the losses sustuined during the war, and it the
wenlthy men could give viuplovinent Lo the freedmen
and pay them good wages ot would help to setlle
muny difficult questions. He had, therefore, thought
that” provision an upwise one, and delrlinentul Lo
the lonterests of the whole country. No man had
ever ainoe ssked him 10 slgn ‘B récommenda-
tion tor pardon thotle had not cheerfully done so,
He wonld have excopted from pardon a few of those
soupthern Sepnturs and members of the House of
Represeniniives who, while sittiug in the nutionsl
counoks, had plotted the Hebelllop, sud then be
vould have lssued o general procinmation of pardon,
and wouid at the apme e huve requirad the prople
of the Bouthern States to nmend thelr conatitullons
and laws, and make every person, white and black,
wyual Iw‘:u thie lnwa, General Sherman had sald lo
Lim at that time thal be would as snon trust the then
Legisiatores of Georgis aud the Carelinng as any new
men the people might elect, Liecausa Lhey wers
then rendy to agree to mnyibing that the Gov-
ernment might require of them. But the misfor-
tune was thas no sooper had Mr, Liosoln inllentban
& olnss men llnth-red around his successor and
whispered Into Dils ear the delusive hope of
his belng the great nhietof agreat conservalive party.
They might always notlce one thing-—that when o
man meant to do a menn thing he always spoke of
his belng conservalive, (Laughter) Congervatism
wis & negatlve word, and hind no virlue in It These
men had whispered to Mr, Johinson that it was ime
1o organite B great mmervuu\---runy.swrt of revi-
vifled War Democracy, Irom which the radieals of
both ends of the country were to be sioughed off—
althongh Irthe radicals were sloighed off from the
Republioan party there would Ue mighkty little Jefs of
it. " (Laugbter., The Predident, without ecalling
Congress lufulller. adopted a polloy of his owno,
contpary to the opinton of sincty-ning of every hun-
dred of Lthose who hiad elecied him. He governsd
the Bouthern Siales just ns he chose, snd those
Brates endorsed his policy. That policy assumed ail
that Congress now assumeld,  1f the Southern Staley
endorsed the President’s polley they had no right to
complsin of the Iulllt-y of Cungress, Buot the polley
of the Presldent hwl perished, 1t bad gone down
under the stern condemnation of the Amerioan
peaple, and would come buck no more Lo curse the
oountry. Congress had, after mounths ot invest] on,
consideration, snd compnrison of notes, settledibhe
wiley gluborsted in the Militury Reconstroction bil,
biat bill hiad no tather; 1t wias pinde up of contribn-
tiops from seversl quarters [t swemed to him

ajor Lee, who had introduced Senator Wil-
Bon, came forward aghin and discoursed for an
hour or more with Lhes negroes, reminding
Lthem that he and they had grown up together,
played together, fished lugelher, oocasionuily
lought each other, and were good friends gene-
rally, ("Oh, yes," saldn black man, with a
famndllar gesture: “bot you shut the school doar
in our faces.") njor Loe protested that he had
done nothlng of the kind; but the luugh and
the declsion were ugainst him, He re-
minded them that Hoaonleutt, In whom
they had sueh confldence, had, before
the war, opposed the bollding of a
chureh for eoluored people In  Fredericksburg,
and that the people of thal elty, against whomn
this sume Hunnlontt was now stirring up the
negroes to hostillly, bad deeded a church on
eredit, He algo informed them that Massael y-
seLty wis the first Stute Lo eugage in the slave
trade and the last Lo give ll.uE; thut Freda Doug-
Ings could not get n seatin Lhe New York Uon-
stitutional Convention, and that the people of
Roehester would not allow Fred Ikmi NHE" BOD-
in-law, John Sprague, to keep a haok for hire,

A smart, bright looking mulatto named Wil
liam Lucas, who teaches a colored school in
Gordonsville, eame forward and made a short,
sensible speech, advlslu&me men of his race to
vole for those whom ey knew to he their
friends, and not for those who would put the
handeufls on them agaln If they had the power,

Senator Wilson came forward Lo answear some
rolum made by Masjor Lee, He declured his
»ellef thal nineteéeen-twentlieths of the colored
voters would vote for the men who had secared
to them thelr liberties, A while man in Lhe
crowd asked Mr, Wilson In reference to oonfis-
entlon, Mr, Wilson replled that if the Southern
Bintes refused to settle the gquestion on the
basls of equal rights and justice conflseation
might come, He would not say that It would
come; but he would say that If they accapled
the Copstitutional amendment, reconsiructed
thelr Stale Governments, and elecled men to
Congress who could honestly tnke the oath,
they had heard the last of this malter of con-
fiseation,

AL Lhe close of the speaking, Dr. Terrill pro-
posed three cheers for Senator Wilson, to which
the colored people responded heartlly, Senator
Wilson is to speak in thisclily to-morrow, In
compliance with a written request to that effect
by Governor Plerpont and many members of
the State Leglslature, which 18 now in sesslon,
His objectappears Lo be toencourage the forma-
tion of a new party in this State, Lo be composed
chiefly of members of the old Whlg party, and
to be sustalned by the colored vole, which is
expected Lo be orst as & unit, The absence ol
Jonn Minor Botts from the meeting at Orange
yesterday occagloned some remarks,

nanee (l(-z-.nrl.lnl-ul, bunides a very great expenditure
lu provariog the wrought-iron plates and raliv,  The
ralls are oblained by comtrace, privcipnily from Bub
fhio, New Yo k, and the iron plites from the differrut
foundries in the Nortn,

In reality, however, the onrriages and chasios are
merely put logether st this Arenal, and the frelght
Wlone an the material for thele munuindiore, which s
heavy and difticult to hendle, amounis W0 no Incon-
nlderable figure, In consequence, the cost ol each
gun.carringe, with its chinsais, by the time It s réeady
lor sbipment (o any forsification 1 he couniry,
relizes o pretty beavy sumj but, notwithistandiog this
fact, they are belng rapidiy shipped off und taking the
piace o! the antigue sud cumbersome wooden pat-
lerns 8o long In use. It wus rumored some deys
sinoe, thut the Arsenal would be closed until the In-
vestigation of some lron coatracts was made by Gene-
ral Botler aud the other memburs of & commlstae np-
pointed by Congress 1o examios loto the expendl-
tures of tbne Ordinancé Departiment, but no such
actlon has yel been laken, and 16 s hardly likely any
sueh s desiped by the Government.

'he Freedmen’s Bureao aiso shipoed on the Appald
& pariy of some Aty colured people, en roufe to Bostou,
where slitusntions nnd « mployment ns wklbers nod ser-
vinis jo boteln and private fumllies have been pros
vided for thew: by the ageuts of the Boreaw, Tne
depopulation of the nagroes oo the Paniosinia ls taking
place st u very encourseing rate, through the exer-
tions of the ¢neegetic officers of the Burean, Many of
them of all cipsses are departiog for the North, and
to othey countivs of the Stuie, where they msy beable
o obtain nnmemlnfmore than a meagre subdistence.”

The tsymers snd landbolders in the connties of the
penipsuln nre gradunily beginning Lo s{:precmte the
real staius of the ruce, and are not backward In
offering them assistince In secaring work and tarom-
ing the lands which they hiave rented. This liberal
spirie, fostered by the wise policy of Gen. Armstrong,
the superintendent of the Freedmen's Bureau affairs
In this district, begins to be more soparent, And i is
nckpowledged, even by all of the flormer bitter
Hebels, who prondiy cherished thelr bntred towsrds
the oegro, that it la only by thelr education aug

roper cnlture the desired and of pesce sud tranqgoii-

Ity van be securid.

The dimiurbances among the land-owners and the
colored leuants are growing constautly less evary
doy, und ihe agricultural prosp his season of
those engaged In tarming, boith winig and colored,
look far more hopeful and encouraging than even the
moat sanguine ason to expect. Tue negroes
are belng »tudlously lmpressed wiith the maia ldea of
being se deﬂemlral’.. und with the stoppuge of ra
tlons, whic wili commenced last tober, the
stropgeat lncentlves to work sod provide for them-
meives, withoul the assistance of ithe Frecdmen's
Burean, bavre :.hua ]&&EII cromted, and, fortunately, with
o very gratifying effect.

In l’tu;‘- furmer adminlstration of the Fresdmnn's
Bureau, the negroes naturnlly looked furwird to their
reguiarly fssued ratlons, with an assurance of being
comfurtably provided for as far as the looer man was
concerned, and in many cases the Government farms
anil conflacated uumllnml furnished thom shelter, but
now this order of things hay been very parceptibiy
changed, and yeithey are as tractable sand fur hutp

ler, than under thie old regime, Thosesapposed to
Hecon\renm:i with ths charscter of the Peninsular
colored population, strongly predicted that riots and
goneral siarvation and disturbances would ensue
when thelr ratlons were slopped by the Government,

These have, guriously encugh, been dissipated long
ngo, and now furnish evidence of the unjust policy
which ohnracterized the Incipient programme adapted
by {18 officers when the Burean firdt eame inlo exist-
epnee. The work of regenerating and Improving the
negro population s notivaly being puahed forward by
General Armatrong and his nssistants, and in the near
fulure there will berraut reason Lo rejoloe among the
white population of the Peninsular, in the prospect
thatthelr civll and social status will be placed upon
the snme mndll.i:ma As they hold in thelr normal atti-
tude in the North,
